FISH DIVISION PLANTS MANY 
FISH: 0S 


Supplementing thé more. than 
200;000,000 ‘fish. planted: -by the 
Fish Division. of .the Department 
of ‘Conservation -in Michigan’ wa- 
ters during. the ear 1932, . the U. 
S..Bureau of Fisheries has plant- 
ed 60,500,000 game. and-* com- 
mercial species in' the Great. Lakes 
waters ° under Michigan’ jurisdic- 
tion and in.the inland lakes~ and 
streams of. this state according to 
‘a report received by the Depart. 
ment. 

Of the 60,500, 000 fish planted by. 
the Federal Government in Mich- 
igan, 36,300,000 were pike perch 
(wall eyed -pike) and 18,800,000 
were lake trout fry. Federal 
plantings during this year also 
included 4,900,000 whitefish fry. 

- Other species planted together 
with the number of each were: 

Brook trout, 217,900; brown and 
Loch Leven trout, 47,000; rainbow 
trout, 149.806; landlocked salmon, 
24,000; small-mouth black bass, 
7.800; large mouth black bass, 
6,940; bluegill, and sunfish, 11,- 
450; yellow perch, 900; aed crap- 
pies, 600.
